Swift Iluruiem on Siiowhlioe* Hake 


Short Work of tlic Brutes. 


The Swedish 
Lapps live entirely 


•with, by and upon their reindeer. A 
Lapp who owns a thousand deer is u 
very rich man; but, as taxes are as- 
sessed upon the number of deer, he is 
Inclined to underestimate his herd. 
The most dangerous enemy t'o the herd 
is the wolf, who. If so disposed, can 
kill thirty deer in a night. A baud of 
wolves can make a rich Lapp poor. 
When the suow is deep and soft and 
it is announced that wolf tracks have 
been seen in the neighborhood of the 
deer the swiftest runners on saow- 
shoes prepare for en exciting chase. 
The wolf may have a start of a mile 
or two, but the track it leaves in the 
deep, soft snow is so'prominent thtit 
the. hunters can follow it at their best 
speed. 


The wolf, though he may run fast, 


has but slight chance of escaping the 
short men who on snowsuoes rush 
through the wood, dart down steep 
hills and jump from ledges several 
yards in height. Each hunter does his 
best to outrun the others, for the wolf 
belongs to the Lapp who strikes the 
first blow. 
As soon as the leading 


bunter is close enough to the wolf, he 
gives it a heavy blow across the loins 
with his strong spiked" snowsboe staff. 
If there are other wolves to be pur- 
sued, be kills it outright; If not, be 
disables it nud waits till all the hunt- 
ers arrive before giving the death 
stroke.

The Inspector of the museum's ex- 


hibit on man tirst takes note of a jar 
of reddish powder.' The label tells 
one that it is phosphorus, of which a 
person contains a pound aud a bull". 
The specimen owes its lurid hue. to 
long exposure, lu its natural state it 
is soft, waxy aud so iuiiammable that 
to prevent spontaneous combustion it 
is preserved underwater. United with 
oxygen it forms phosphoric acid, which 
in turn combined with calcium, as 
phosphate of lime, is an important con- 
stituent of bone.

I 
use a three horse cultivator and culti- 
vate both ways to make the ground 
thoroughly fine and to kill any weeds 
that have escaped the harrow. A disk 
harrow will do the same work, but do 
not harrow deeply, because this will 
bring the weed seeds to the top and 
make trouble later. I sow as near Jane 
10 as possible. If a heavy beating rain 
comes just after 
sowing the fine 


ground will run and bake and the 
wecder or float harrow must be used 
as soon as possible. 


Point» Abont Seeding-. 


Beans in my section are sown with 


the seven inch eleven hoe drill. The 
amount of seed varies from one-half to 
one bushel. I sow twenty to .twenty- 
four 
quarts In 
rows twenty-eight 


inches apart I sow three rows at a 
time, using the wheels as guide. I do 
not sow any deeper than barely to cov- 
er the seed,' The beans will be up in 
three to seven days. They must ba 
cultivated ns soon as large enough to 
use a two horse riding harrow, with 
shields, straddling every row. If I do 
the work thoroughly I can keep ahead 
of the weeds for tho season. I culti- 
vate as often as I can until the beans 
tdossoru and the runners catch taa 
teeth of the cultivator. 
The shields 


are taken off as soon as the beans are 
largo enough. 
Tbe earth is • allowed 


to fall close to the stalk, but care is 
taken not to cover the leaves. I sow 
the pea bean because my land seems 
especially adapted to it. Marrows do 
well on clay and heavier soils; so do 
red kidney, but in this section of north 
ern Livingston county pea beans do 
best. I sow on corn, clover sod or po- 
tato ground.

Be Prompt With the Harrow. 
It was shown by one experiment 


that there is a very serious drying out 
of tho soil when it I'-, left plowed and 
not harrowed. 
We all understand. I 


suppose, that the production of an 
earth mulch tends to the retention of 
tbe moisture of the soil by preventing 
capillarity and arresting subsequent 
evaporation In one of the experiments 
I allude to we plowed the crop under 
for investigation and left tbe soil iu 
ridges for a period of four or five days. 
No rain fell during that period, it was 
hot, and there were dry winds. The 
moisture of that plot was reduced very 
considerably, so much so that It did not 
regain Its normal moisture content for 
n great many weeks. This shows that 
where the soil Is plowed the plow 
should be at once followed by tbe har- 
row if our intention is to conserve the 
soil moisture.—F. T. Shutt, Canada.

of the numerous canine 
scavengers

But 
or our purpose they may be regard- 
ed as one. 


The one hundred 
and nineteenth 


"salm is in a measure an epitome of 
he Bible as to form and contents of 
he sacred Scriptures. As an alpha- 
betical or acrostic psalm it reproduces 


11 the elements of the Hebrew lan- 
gtiage. "Eight verses are devoted to 
each of the twenty-two Hebrew let- 
ers and both artfully and artistically 
disposed of. 
This feature could not 


duplicated in any of our western 


•anguages. 


Then again every verse embodies 


an aspect of the Word, as a 
com- 


mandment, statute, judgment, etc., 
except the 122nd verse, ''Be surety 
or thy servant for good; let not the 
proud oppress me.'' Here the "ser- 
vant" has always been interpreted as 
meaning the Messiah, , or 
Jesus 


ihrist, "bhe Word made flesh" and 
so continues the same theme. 


But the Psalms remind us that our 


Bible, though a perfect literary gem 
n English, is only a translation. The, 
Old Testament was written in 
He- 


brew, the New in Greek. 
Both, as 


:o human means, were transmitted 
to us through Hebrew writers, ful- 


gthe old saying "Salvation is of 


the Jews"—i. e., it comes to us 
through them. 


The marcli of the Bible through 


the ages is both the movement of a 
power of light through history, and 
also of a storm center. Its luminous 
path begins (so far as our present 
Bible is concerned) at Sinai. 
Moses 


jegan to write about 
1300 B. 
C. 


Then about 300 B. C. 
there was 


made a Greek translation under the 
Ptolemies. 
This -RES issued at the 


center of the world's learning, Alex- 
andria, for the great 
library there. 


(This version is still the sole author- 
ity in the Greek (Russian) church. 


The next translation was made in 


Italy and is known to us as the Vul- 
gates, the authority in the Roman 


atholic Church. Upon these 
three 


Bibles followed a cluster of versions' 
in which King James' translation is 
the center. 
Since that time the 


Bible has been translated into nearly 
300 living tongues. 


You notice a.s you begin at Sinai, 


then come to Alexandria. Rome and 
finally to England, France and Ger- 
many, you have successively the lino , 
through which the center of civiliza- 
tion has moved until it has at last 
reached the Anglo-Saxon race, Eng- 
land and America b^ing the leading 
nations of 
the 
.world 
today; 
but 


notice that civilization 
and 
power 


have always 
clustered .about 
and 


gone hand in hand with the Bible. 


But 
the 
Scripture has been a 


storm-center as well. 
Among 
the 


Jews it was the cause of fighting 
against idolatry. 
Among the Greeks 


in Alexandria it contended with the 
Epicurean 
and, 
Stoic philosophy. 


Among the 
Romans it fought here- 


sies. 
With the Anglo-Saxons 
and 


the Reformation it fought 
for 
the 


rights of individuals, especially 
the 


•ight to think for themselves. 


The Lord as "the living Word" and 


'the Word made flesh" 
recognized 


this antagonism against 
its 
truth
